“Official Plan“ 
Shelved In Picton 


PICTON - An $8,000 county al- 
lotment that would have paid for 
the beginnings of a $16,000 coun- 
ty ‘Official Plan’ has been she!- 
ved forcing the county planning 
board to search out new methods 
to achieve the same results. 

It is hoped that the funds will 
be available by next year. In 
the meantime the planning board, 
and several county municipalities 
have instigated independent ac- 
tions that move the county towards 
an overall uniform land develop- 
ment plan. 

A $60,000 county budget de- 
ficit last year was largely respon- 
sible for the setback. 

The ‘Official Plan’ is an asses-'

sment of available land in the 
county, and a forecast of what 
uses might be made of that land. 

Through control bylaws, res- 
trictions can be placed fairly up- 
on the sale or sub-division of 
land properties, thus ensuring 
that adequate space is left for 
future development. The survey 
would have been conducted by a 
private firm of planning consult- 
ants. 

It is now hoped that a short- 
ened form of the Canada Building 
Code can be put into effect. The 
code would have somewhat the 
same results as an official plan. 

A. Ralley said that to date it 
appears hopeful that the code can 
be instituted in the county. Am- 
eliasburg, South Marysburgh, 
Athol, Sophiasburgh, and Hillier 
have already expressed their in- 
terest. 

No reply has been made to 
date from Picton, although a 
possibility of a limited acceptance 
is good. Mr. Ralley explained 
that a shortened form of the code 
would not be altogether applica- 
ble to the larger municipality. 

It seems likely as well that 
three county municipalities may 
adopt sub-division control by- 
laws, an additional method of 
controlling land usage on a local 
scale.

The new line will permit the 
interchange of 15t 900 kilowatts 
in either direction, thus strength- 
ening system security.

PRODUCE HIGHER YIELDS 


GUELPH -- Companion crops are | 


not needed in establishing forage 
stands, say crop scientists at the 
Ontario Agriculture College. 
Direct-seeded trefoil forage crops 
have out-yielded crops establish- 
ed with companion crops by 20 
percent in the first crop year. | 

The higher yield of dry matter 
in direct-seeded trefoil crops is 
attributed to the more vigorous 
growth of the seedlings where no 
competition comes from the com- 
panion crop. Similar results were 
found in pure alfalfa stands. 

Direct seeding, in the spring, | 
of alfalfa or alfalfa mixtures ot | 
Guelph have produced two har- 
vests in the seedling year. Cut- 
tings, however, must be made at 
the first sign of bloom for good, 
high quality hay. Total yields of 
alfalfa during the seedling year

Some 
inconvenience will result from 
the necessity of putting up more 
than one crop in the same silo. 
A wider selection of crops and 
additives could be considered. 

To make most silages nutri- 
tionally complete, proteins and

ment and the quantity of supple- | 
ment to be used is dependent on 
the kind of livestock to be fed. | 
Some silages accomplish the nu- 
trient balance without addition; | 
for example, hay crop silage 
for wintering cattle where only | 
limited weight gains are desired.

For the past week they've been| 
making contact with all the trap- 
pings of modern metropolitan liv- 
ing in Toronto. 

The trip to more rural surroun-| 
dings on the reserve will also | 
help them unwind from the abrupt} 
confrontation with a strange sys- | 
tem of community life.

Response to local Mohawk 
residents to the scheme was grat- 
ifying, enthused Mr. Klaus.

Let's go back even further than the era known as the "Rath- 
bun Boom" when population swelled to over5,000 people andthe 
future appeared very bright indeed. To a time whenno such crea- 
ture as the "Deserontonian" was able to foul the workings of na- 
ture. That was the day when the wilderness was unspoiled by nei- 
ther man nor his machines. Suddenly from the forest, probably 
from the north, arrived a band of wandering Indians. These were 
the predecessors of the modern Huran and Algonquin tribes as well 
as our own Iroquois tribes. It is notnecessary to elaborate on what 
they were or what they did. Suffice it to say, they had a great 
influence on our area, for they were the very first man to set foot 
on our shores. 

Next in the history of our area appears to be a lull of per- 
haps 10,000 years. Following this, a series of Indian Wars seem 
to have taken place, these appear to"have been fought principally 
between the Iroquois and Huron nations.

SOD FOR INSTANT LAWN 
FAST AND SUCCESSFUL 


Sodding is the fastest and often the most successful method 
of establishing a lawn, say horticulturists with the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture and Food. In addition to using sod 
to establish an ‘instant lawn', it is advisable to use sod when 
establishing grass on steep slopes. The sod will maintain soil 
on slopes-which might otherwise erode away. Sod is best used 
when a lawn is to be established during the hot summer months. 
During this time it would be difficult to establish a lawn by 
any other method. 

The area to be sodded should be carefully prepared in the 
same manner as a seed bed. The soil should be thoroughly cul- 
tivated, and all stones and debris raked off the bed. It is im- 
portant that there be no depressions on the soil surface to act 
as air pockets after the sod is laid. Leveling by raking or 
dragging with straight-edge planks are two methods used to 
eliminate these depressions. Further recommendations on soil 
preparation may be found in the Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture and Food Publication 448, Lawns. 

As the cost of sod is high, buy only high-quality, weed-free

sods firmly into place, and level the surface of the lawn. 


Any spaces between the sods may be filled by raking in asmall 


amount of topsoil. 


The turf will soon spread into this new top- 


soil, ond provide an even grass cover in a few weeks. The sod 
is watered thoroughly after it has been rolled. Do not walk 
over the sod once it has been watered, as a person's weight 
will be enough to move the sods out of position. 

The sodded lawn will establish faster in spring and fall than 


in midsummer. 


Sod can be established in midsummer, if watered 
properly. One and one-quarter inches of water, 
ten days, is sufficient under dry conditions.

will eliminate much of the hazard 
of bloat. If you must put cattle 
on a legume stand immediately, do 
so in short intervals, gradually in- 
creasing the period they ore allow- 
ed to eat. 

It is essential that cattle have 
some dry roughage in their stom- 
achs. Supplementing pasture with 
hay from a rack in the barnyard or 


field will help. Mowing a few 


of the pasture inside the 
gate will also give the cattle this 
dry feed 

Prevention is still the best way 
to keep cattle alive, but if an an- 
imal has bloated, formers are 
urged to get veterinary help im- 
mediotely. Drenching with min- 
eral oil may provide temporary re- 
ter.

| Grass tetany is @ condition which 
occurs on grass pastures, usually 
when they have been top-dressed 

| with fertilizer. The condition is 
caused by a deficiency of magne- 
sium. The symptoms are not too 
easy to spot. An animal suffering 
from grass tetany will often stand 


alone, and become extremely sen 
sitive to noise. Muscle spasms aa 
death may follow very quickly. If 
the symptoms are noticed, a vet- 
erinarian should be called. The 
condition could be confused with 
rabies. Magnesium can be added} 
fairly cheaply to the grain ration 
in the spring, and during sudden 
weather changes. 

Consult your veterinarian be- | 
fore the pasture season starts, to | 
get specific advice on the prob- 
lem of bloat and grass tetany.

PROPOSAL 


Producers of strawberries and 
sweet cherries for the fresh mar- 
ket have rejected a proposal to 
include these commodities in the 
Ontario Fresh Fruit Growers Mar- 
keting Plan. In a poll conducted 
on Tuesday, May 21, only 56.1 
percent of the 344 sweet cherry 
producers, and 56.2 percent of 
the 233 strawberry producers who 
voted were in favor of the propo- 
sal. 

The Ontario Farm Products 
Marketing Board cannot recomm- 
end the inclusion of commodities 
under a marketing plan, unless 
66 2/3 percent of the growers vote 
in favor of it. 

At present, fresh peaches, 
peors, plums, and prunes, are in-| 
cluded in the Ontario Fresh Fruit 
Growers Marketing Plan, and 
these commodities are not affect- 
ed by the balloting of the straw- 


berry and sweet cherry growers.
